those living on year-round roads. How 
would this do: Have the provincial 
government charge at so much per 
month. as like last year’s rate of $15, 
anyone buying a license in January 
would pay: 


12 months’ license....... $20.00 Jan. 
11 months’ license....... 18,00 Feb. 
10 months’ license. . 16.00 Mar. 
9 months’ license....... 14.00 Apr. 
8 months’ license....... 12.00 May 


7 months’ license....... 10.00 June 

The six quoted above would have 
brought the department $90 at the $15 
rate, letting the farmer (who doesn’t 
use his car until May or June) pay for 
upkeep of roads, used by the motorist 
who has the advantage of 12-months 
driving. 

By graduating the scale of charges 
we still get $90, but this time the half- 
yearly car driver gets a little break in 
his favor. Also lots of farmers would 
get a license in April, May, or June, 
instead of waiting for the usual half- 
yearly reduction. No matter what 
figure was set for the license, it could 
be graduated at the same percentage.
